It was a m ove w hich had to be m ade, and 
since I m ade it I am a ira id c fn o m a n , com ­ 
pany or association in th e retining busi­ 
ness.” 
Spreckels spoke of his beet*sugar enter­ 
prise on th e coast, an d said th e com pany 
had ju s t paid a 5 p er cent, dividend. 
H e 
was asked : 
‘W hat is th e future o f th e sugar beet in 
A m erica?” 
. 'M y ow n idea is th a t in a few years we 
will im p o rt no sugar. 
Not only does the 
beet grow ro perfection in C alifornia, but it 
can as easily t e grow n here in th e C entral 
States, and in K ansas, particularly. 
S atur­ 
day last the few rem aining shares of the 
$5,000,000 stock of th e com pany, of w hich 
I ow n th e m ajority, was subscribed in San 
Francisco and a new com pany incorporated, 
the facilities of w hich will be am ply able to 
supply A m erica w ith beet sugar. 
A fter 
th is brst y ear’s trial we shall go at the b u s­ 
iness on a larger scale. 
’’Ten new factories, at a cost of $500,000 
each, on th e sam e general plan of the one 
already in existence, w ill be bnilt in differ­ 
ent parts of C alifornia. 
T hey wili tu rn out 
only raw sugar. 
T h e product w ill be sold 
to th e refiners 
T he I ’niladelphia refinerv 
will not handle th is beet sugar. 
I t will be

H e also affirm ed the decision of th e sam e 
officer iu denyiDg th e application of Robert 
P oullot for au extension of tim e in w hich 
to reclaim certain lauds in section 32, in 
th e sam e land district. 
T he A ssistant Secretary has reversed the 
decision of th e C om m issioner of th e G en­ 
era! Land Office in refusing to am end the 
hom estead entry of N athaniel P . W arden 
so a9 to m ake it cover the land he is 
residing on and intended to enter, iu Tucson 
D istrict, A rizona. 
In th e entering applica­ 
tion the land was described as tow nship 7, 
instead of 6—a m istake of the clerk. 
T he 
Secretary directs be be allow ed to am end 
his entry as desired. 
O klahom a Land Content*. 
W ashington, A pril 25th.—Com m issioner 
Stockslager of the G eneral Land Office to­ 
day 
said, 
from present indications, the 
contests over land claim s in O klahom a 
w ould u ltim ately 
involve nearly every 
qu arter section of land in th at T erritory. 
T h is being th e case, he thought it probable 
th e D epartm ent w ould m ake O klahom a 
conti st cases a separate class, and dispose 
of them at unce. O therw ise, in th e ordinary 
course of business, it w ould likely be 
eighteen m o n th s or tw o years before they 
could be reached. 
A contest w here a b an ­ 
donm ent is charged could no t be passed 
upon u n til after the expiration of six 
m onths, as the law does no t recognize a 
separation of claim for a shorter period 
th an six m onths as abandonm ent, but 
cases in w hich fraud or violation of the 
law or of the P resident’s proclam ation of 
going in to th e T erritory prior to A pril the 
22d could be tried aud disposed of a t once. 
A R ighteous D ecision. 
W ashington, A p ril25th.—C om m issioner 
of Pensions T anner to-day rendered a de­ 
cision by w hich th e pension o f H enry 
D em betz will De increased from $30 to $72 
per m onth. 
The pensioner in th is case has been re­ 
ceiving a pension of $30 per m onth lor 
w hat is know n as Perigoof's am putation of 
both feet. 
T his am putation is the rem oval 
of th e entire foot, w ith th e exception of 
the heel-bone and the integum ents of the 
heel, w hich are brought forw ard to cover 
th e an k le joint. 
T he case was presented 
to th e Com m issioner to-day, and he held a 
legal distinction betw een th e loss of so 
m uch of the foot, as was experienced in 
this case, an d the total loss was a m ere 
technical difference, and th a t th e claim ant 
was entitled to a pension of $72 per m o n th . 
T his decision w ill apply to a n um ber of 
other cases of like nature. 
W ill be Investigated. 
W ashington, A pril 2 5 th — Im m ediately 
upon the receipt of th e press reports th at 
G overnm ent officials and em ployes in O k­

kidneys. 
T he 
tru th w ould never have been know n but 
for suspicions w ith w hich the doctors had 
nothing to do. 
T here is food here for re­ 
flection—and for doctors.” 
T he above criticism is fully w arranted 
by th e startling ignorance show n by th e 
attending physicians in the Som erville 
cases. 
It can be aptly said th at hu m an life is too 
often sacrificed to the ignorance and bigotry 
of the profession. 
Too often it happens th at fatal results

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ELECTRICAL ADAPTATION. 


The uses for electricity have been by no 
means all discovered. 
It is not only an 
agency for communication of ideas, for 
artificial light and a motor for propulsion, 
as well as a most useful agent in the labor­ 
atory and the shop for a variety of pur­ 
poses, but is being daily adapted U> ends 
that a very few months ago would have 
lieen deemed all hut impossible. 
Thus it 
lias, in its form of light, lieen introduced 
into the cavity of the body for the reveal- 
ment to human sight of the condition of 
the stomach, the throat, and of even some 
of the most concealed of internal organs. 
New applications of this agent are con­ 
stantly being made in surgery, in which it 
has long been used as an aid in excision 
and for other purposes, and now we have 
news of its adaptation in a verv simple 
form as a portable light for the examina­ 
tion of wounds on the field of battle, or for 
the examination of persons found prostrate 
at night by police patrols. 
The device is 
that ol a small electric hand-Iamp to lie 
used as a searcli light. 
This lamp, with 
its miniature battery attached, is strapped 
to the breast of the searcher, and tiirows a 
strong and penetrating light acros° a wide 
area. 
The object found, the light of the 
lamp is ample to enable tiie surgeon or the 
patrolmen to do preliminary bandaging, 
and to ascertain just what is the condition 
of the patient, thus enabling his removal 
to lie more intelligently and safely made- 
An advantage of this lamp is that it can 
be held very close to the patient without 
afiecting him, the heat lieing impercepti­ 
ble, and there being, of course no odor. 
Still another new appliance is the machine 
for felling tree» by electricity. 
The device 
is one of saws or augurs operated from a 
cart on which an electrical motor is placed 
that is energized through wires leading 
into the forest from the seat of power- 
Great economy is thus secured, because 
the motor is light and can be wheeled close 
to the tree, and made to jienetrate forests 
where a steam engine could scarcely lie 
taken. 
Besides, 
without 
moving 
the 
power plant, a wide area can be cleared 
with tenfold greater rapidity than by any 
Other method known.

S u r g e o n - G e n e r a l H a m ilto n frankly 
admits that he fears another outbreak of 
yellow fever in Florida the coming sum­ 
mer. 
There will always exist the liabil­ 
ity of the scourge reappearing for two or 
three successive seasons in a section where 
it has been severe in the preceding year, so 
long as the practice of burying the vic­ 
tims of the plague is adhered to. 
There 
is but one proper method of disposing of 
the bodies of those who die of the fever, 
and that is by cremation. 
Brazil demon­ 
strated seven years ago that the burial of 
the victims results in the cultivation of 
the bactera in the grave earth, and that 
the microbes for several seasons will flour­ 
ish in the fever cemetery, and are the 
most potential agents for the renewal of 
epidemics and their maintenance. 


T h e old-time Payne Oklahoma boomers 
were for the most part outrun in the race 
for the promised land, and as a result the 
vengeance they threatened against any 
who dared to settle on the lands that they 
claimed should be reserved for their com­ 
ing lias found expression in the murder of 
a boy who took up a tract of land that he 
found unoccupied and unclaimed. 
These 
Payne men will meet the fate that ever 
follows title acquired through blood. They 
mistake the temper of their own country­ 
men if they imagine for a moment that 
they will he permitted to terrorize the 
new territory. 


A nd now it is Wisconsin that adopts 
the Australian system of balloting. 
That 
California rejected it last winter at the 
dictation of influences that have no use for 
free, fair elections and honest counts stands 
to her shame, and as State after State now 
adopts the reform system the folly of our 
own Legislature in rejecting it becomes 
the more conspicuous. 
Tiie cause that led 
to the adoption of the scheme in Wiscon­ 
sin was the complete success of the svstem 
in the municipal elections of Milwaukee, 
the chief city of that State. 


Tw o n e g r o e s of South Carolina lynched 
a white man who criminally and fatally 
assaulted a colored girl, their near rela­ 
tive. 
The negroes were tried and con­ 
demned to death for murder, and their 
crime certainly was murder. 
But Ameri­ 
can civilization has set up a code of law 
that overrides the written law, inveigh 
against it as we may, and it reads and has 
read for a century that the American who 
kills another who criminally assaults one 
of the women of his household, shall not 
suffer the death of the murderer. 
Right 
or wrong, such is the decree of American 
sentiment outside of the Courts, and to 
this time there has not been a Court that 
has been abie to defeat it. 
Juries will not 
render verdicts of guilty in such cases, and 
in many of them not even an arrest can 
be effected. 
Now the negro lynchers of 
South Carolina, who followed the example 
the white man has set them, had a right 
to expect like treatment at the hands of 
South Carolina society. 
They counted 
however, without consideration of the 
color of their skins. 
It is one thing for a 
white man to criminally assault a colored 
woman evidently, and quite another when 
a negro assails a white woman. 
In the 
latter case there is short shrift for the 
offender, and the Courts are troubled very 
little with his case. 
In the former a trial 
is sure to follow, if at all, that results, 
under the law’s delays, in the acquittal of 
the assailant, or his punishment with less 
severity than the gallows inflicts. 
But 
•whether this conclusion is sound and justi­ 
fied or not, we do know that the two ne­ 
groes referred to, who employed the white 
man’s weajion, and 
the 
white man’s 
method, were condemned to death, a fate 
no white avenger of woman’s honor ever 
meets in the South, or for that matter any­ 
where else in this country. 
A chivalrous 
Governor, however, has taken a very dif­ 
ferent view of the ease, and has inter- 
(Kiscd the Executive arm and pardoned 
the negroes. 
In so doing Governor Rich­ 
ardson has brought iqion him self the 
wrath of South Carolina society, and po­ 
litical damnation as well, since the party 
to which he has adhered has already given 
the Governor clearly to understand that 
the man who pardons a “nigger” cannot 
again receive the nomination of the Dem­ 
ocratic party. 


S an F rancisco has made arrangements 
upon a very respectable scale for the pro­ 
per observance of centenary anniversary 
that occurs next week. 
It is about the 
only place in the State, we believe, where 
there will be any special celebration. 
But the people ought, in honor of this, the 
list of our great centennials, to arrange for 
a complete suspension of business on the 
appointed day, and for extensive decora­ 
tions of their residences with national 
colors. 
The American flag on that day 
should be floated over homes in the land, 
and every intelligent adult should make it 
his business to impress upon the mind of 
youth under his control or influence, the 
thought of the hour, and to make espe­ 
cially clear to all such the reason the day 
is observed as a holiday, and what is the 
patriotic and duty-teaching lesson of the

Speeches were delivered by 
Prince Chiug and the German and Ameri­ 
can Ministers, in 
which assurances of 
friendly feelings were reciprocated. 
A comprehensive report on the tea trade 
of China has been compiled by Sir Robert 
Hart. 
He finds that the decline or want of 
expansion in the trade is mainly due to 
want of sufficient care and skill in the 
culture of the leaf, and he makes several 
practical suggestions to improve the de­ 
fects. 
The bad feeling at Chinkiang has not 
been altogether removed. It appears that 
the Chinese had some definite grievance 
which had been gradually gathering force 
for months. The Chinese town lies be­ 
hind the Concession, and the natives have 
to come through the Concession to obtain 
water from the river. 
The Municipal 
Council and the police are said to have en­ 
deavored to prevent them from obtaining 
access to the river, and this naturally grad­ 
ually excited their ire. 
The young Empress is said to be a young 
lady of high literary attainments. 
JAPAN. 
The Ifippon says the Government is hur­ 
rying on with the draft of the new treaty 
with America, in older that it may be coni- 
pleied before the arrival of the new Minis­ 
ter. 
As there is no more room for money in 
the Treasury of the Financial Department, 
the authorities are now storing the "filthy 
lucre” in the Asakusa granaries. 
The foreign community of Nagasaki has 
sent a petition to General Harrison, pray­ 
ing that Mr. Birch, the United States Con­ 
sul at that port, may not be removed.

T h e T ea ch ers A ll S elected from O ne N or­ 
m al School. 
It is said that Principal Pierce and his assist­ 
ants, Professor C. M. Hitter and Mrs. Emma 
.straight, the newly-elected instructress in our 
>onnal School, are all graduates and classmates 
of the same school, the Albany, New York, 
Normal School. 
Prol. Pierce is very much 
pleased that he was so fortunate in securing the 
services of his old schoolmates to assist him in 
his labors here. Mrs. Rice, the lady who is 
prominently spoken of for the next position, is 
also of the same school. The Trustees are look­ 
ing out that the school shall start with a har 
inonious Faculty, by confining their favors to 
competent instructors, who have all been edu­ 
cated alike.—Chico Chronicle-Record. 
Commenting upon the above, a corre­ 
spondent has the following to say : 
If this be true, while it may have the 
effect of securing an absolutely harmoni­ 
ous Faculty, a valuable consideration in 
securing the b e s results, and one that would 
be likely to forcibly appeal to the gentlemen 
whose duty it is to select competent in­ 
structors, there are other reasons tor adopt­ 
ing a different policy. The inducements 
offered to teachers by an institution of this 
kind are sufficient to secure the best teach­ 
ers from the whole large field of instruct­ 
ors in the United States, and a Faculty 
composed of graduates of different institu­ 
tions, and of liberal education, would make 
the course of instruction broader, and teDd 
to proportionately benefit the public school 
system generally. 
The Normal School, 
whence have been taken all of these in­ 
structors, is comparatively obscure when 
compared with the many institutions of 
far more liberal views from which teachers 
could be secured for a life-time position at 
fair salary. The Normal Schools should 
i least aim at fitting their graduates with a 
sufficient education to give them an en­ 
trance to the University, and other institu­ 
tions of higher education, in case the field 
of teaching in the State is too limited to 
accommodate the whole of the vast num­ 
ber of graduates every year, and in case 
there may be some with higher ambitions 
than to spend their lives as public school 
teachers, and the only way to accomplish 
that is by having among their faculty pro­ 
fessors who have had better adY’autages 
than the mere elementary course of the 
Normal Schools.

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FLORA’S TRIUMPH. 


b a r e e x h ibitio n of flowers 
AT TURNER HALL. 


The F estival 
o f Roses, and the 
Grand M arch—A Scene o f the 
R a r e s t Beauty. 


T urner H all probably never presented a 
m ore lovely sight than on last night, the 
initial one of the three to be devoted to the 
Festival of Roses given under the manage­ 
m ent of the ladies of the Presbyterian 
Church. The title of the entertainm ent is 
certainly no misnomer, for the hall had 
been transformed in the brief space of one 
day into a veritable bower of floral 
decorations, 
roses predom inating. 
Be­ 
side 
the 
graceful festoons cf flowers 
that 
adorn 
the 
walls 
of the 
hall, 
there 
are 
tables 
and 
stands 
every­ 
w here bearing floral pieces of every pos­ 
sible design—shields, sofas, pillows, harps, 
anchors, etc., skillfully arranged by the 
hands of the ladies of the church, as well 
as by the most experienced floral designers 
in the city. 
In the southeast corner of the hall is a 
representation of an old-style country m ill, 
w ith the water-wheel turning, the motive 
power being a m iniature mill-race brought 
down from a neighboring hillside, the lat­ 
ter being represented by a bank of ferns, 
etc. The m ill is about two and a half feet 
high and three in length. T he framework 
was constructed by George Hansbrow, and 
the floral work by the Misses Foster. It is 
one of the features of the hall. 
The orange-blossom booth where ice­ 
cream is dispensed, is decorated with flow­ 
ers of lemon, orange and white, the har­ 
m ony of which is as perfect as the designs 
themselves. This booth is presided overby 
Mrs. J. H enry Miller, assisted bv Mrs. 
Albert M. Johnson, Miss Belle Anderson 
and Mrs. Judge Armstrong. 
The wild-tlower booth is another taste­ 
fully arranged floral bower.where Mesdames 
Mousch and Chadderdon and Miss Laura 
Hess hold court, and are prepared to supply 
all-comers with confectionery, lemonade 
and bouttonaires. 
On the west side is the Auld Lang Syne 
booth, presided over bv Mrs. M. A. Alsip 
assisted by Mrs. C. Piper, Mrs. Goode.

This booth contains a m iniature fac simile 
of George W ashington’s old oaken bed­ 
stead, which can be seen bv visitors to 
M ount Yernon. 
In the center of the west side of the hall 
is a representation of a m antle (full size), 
m ade entirely of red and white roses, ar­ 
ranged most artistically, and forming a 
solid mass. This attractive piece is the 
work of Mrs. A. A itken. 
Then comes several tables, bearing floral 
pieces in various designs, m any being of 
the most elaborate description. In the 
southwest corner of the hall is a vast light­ 
house, nearly thirty feet in hight, with a 
beacon-light on itsapex. The tower is com ­

W O ULD NO T STAY D E A D . 


A B ill K illed in ilie A ssem b ly C om es Up 
S m fllu g a s a L aw . 
The proverbial bull in the china shop 
was not less at home than were most of the 
members of the last Legislature sitting in 
the capacity of law -m akers. New blunders 
have been coming to li¿ht alm ost daily 
since the Legislature adjourned, and it is 
likely the Supreme Court will be called 
upon to establish the legality of m any of 
the so-called laws passed and published. 
Among the laws included in the pub­ 
lished statutes, just issued, is one “ to 
regulate quarantine and the admission of 
horses, cattle, sheep and swine from in ­ 
fected districts.” 
This was Senate bill 
626, and it passed that body and went to 
the Assembly, where it was killed (or sup­ 
posed to have been) by a vote of 41 noes to 
22 ayes. 
It appears, by the Assembly journal, 
that Renison gave notice of a motion on 
the following day to reconsider the vote, 
but there is no record of such a motion 
having been made. The Senate records 
show that the bill was “ refused passage in 
the Assembly.” yet it bobs up serenely as a 
law in the published statutes. The Assem­ 
bly sent a message to the Senate reporting 
that the bill (S. B. 626) had been refused 
passage ; yet on the same day it was or­ 
dered to 'en ro llm en t in the Senate, re­ 
ceived the President’s signature in due 
time, and also that of the Speaker of the 
Assembly. Then it w ent to the Governor's 
office, and after a w hile received the E x­ 
ecutive approval. The enrolled bill, as it 
reached the Secretary of State’s office, bore 
(and probably still bears) the inscription : 
“ Consigned to the graveyard,” bat it did 
not—to use a vulgarism —“ get there.”

A girl who was standing near the 
door told them th at th e fugitive had passed 
through th e saloon into the back yard. 
They event out there, an d after a short 
search found W ilkinson sitting in an o u t­ 
house w ith th a blood trickling dow n his 
face from a w ound over his left eye. 
H e 
was taken in to th e saloon and searched, 
bu t no w eapon was found on him , and for 
a tim e he refused to tell w here he had put 
th e revolver. 
W hen told th at he 
was 
only m aking his case w orse by refusing to 
give it up, he volunteered to show them 
w here he had pu t it before ru n n in g into 
the cellar. 
H e then lead them upstairs to 
th e sidew alk, and in tb e doorw ay leading 
to the lodging-house a t 765 M arket street 
they found th e revolver. 
A n exam ination of it show ed th a t only 
two cham bers were em ptied, and th e barrel 
was all blood stained. 
In th e m eantim e 
so m e o n e had sum m oned a carriage, and 
th e dying m an was placed in it and taken 
to th e R eceiving H ospital. 
W hen th at in ­ 
stitution was reached it was found th a t he 
was dead. 
W ilkinson, w ho was considerably under 
the influence of liquor, was th en taken to 
the City P rison and charged w ith m urder. 
T he w om an and M axT hirschm idt, a w aiter 
living at 424 Sansom e street, w ho saw th e 
shooting, w ere also locked up as witnesses. 
A few m inutes after W ilkinson was placed 
in a cell in th e hole-in-the-w all he fell 
asleep, and did not w ake up u n til a reporter 
called on him . 
H e was still in a m audlin 
condition, and it was o nly w ith difficulty 
that he could be kept aw ake u n til he told 
his story, w hich was th at he an d W halen 
bad been on a protracted spree together, 
they b ad got into a fight au d he had killed 
him in self-defense. 
Deceased w as 27 
years of age, a bad m an, an d an ex-con­ 
vict.
